W a s h in g t o n , December Hsh.—A caucus 
of Democratic members was held in the hall 
of the House of Representatives immediately 
after adjournment, for the purpcse of naming 
a succepsor to Stewart, late Postmaster of the 
House. O. W. D. Nowlin, the present as­ 
sistant Postmaster, was selected. 
Senator Kernan introduced a bill in the 
Senate to-day, directing the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue to refund all taxes collected 
npon the capital employed by any person 
in the business of banking which come within 
the principles of the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of Barley, 
Collector, vs. Clark and others. The bill 
provides that application for sueh refunding 
shall be presented to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue within one year from the 
passage of the act. 
IT nrondltlonal 
R esigna» Ion—R ep u b lican 
R ep resen tatives an d th e E lectoral Vote 
Q u estion . 
W a s h in g to n , December 8th.—Captain H. 
W. Howgate, of the Signal Service Office, 
has tendered his resignation unconditionally. 
It will be placed before the Secretary of War 
to-morrow, and will undoubtedly be accepted 
by him, to take effect at once. 
In the Republican Representative canons 
this evening, for the purpose of determining 
the party policy in regard to the Senate con­ 
current resolution on the electoral vote, the 
discussion was continued for nearly two 
hour.. It was ascertained, while all the 
members present were in accord in consider­ 
ing the proposed joint rule unfair, unneces­ 
sary and ur constitutional, there were differ­ 
ences of opinion as to the extent to which 
the party's opposition to its passage should 
be carried. It was argued on one hand that 
in view of the large and manifestly decisive 
majority of electoral votes for the Republi­ 
can candidates, there is no danger that any 
attempt will be made to set aside the 
result of the election by tho improper 
use of the proposed regulations, and there­ 
fore the Republicans of the House should 
abstain from prolonged opposition, and con­ 
tent themselves with recording their votes 
against it. A resolution to this effect was 
offered by Hiscock, and supported bv him in 
a speech. Judge Lapham contended that it 
would be nnwise and improper to yield with­ 
out a struggle to the Democratic majority in 
both houses the power claimed by the Sen­ 
ate—a proposition which, in his judgment, 
was alike unwarranted by the Constitution, 
unjustified by any present emergency, and 
utterly useless to the Democrats for any good 
purpose. He therefore offered a resolution 
proposing to declare it tbe sense of the cau­ 
cus that the Republican minority should re­ 
sist the adoption of this point by all the 
means authorized by parliamentary law. No 
vote was reached upon these resolutions, aor 
on several other similar ones. It was finally 
concluded to postpone farther consideration 
of the whole matter until to-morrow evening, 
when it will be laid before a caucus of Repub­ 
lican Representatives and Senators.

PASSENGERS FROM THE EAST BY RAH., 


Testimony all ta in the Schroder Murder 
Trial. 


A PROMINENT NEVADA LAWYER DEAD.

A wiit of habeas cor| us was got out 
ani the Judge of the Superior Court ordered 
the commander of the Mexican gunboat 
Demócrata, to whose ehatge the prisoner was 
turned over, to produce him in Court. The 
Commodore refused, alleging want of juris­ 
diction. The Court then tent the Sheriff to 
the gunboat with two warrants, one for 
Clodomiro Cota, the other for the arrest of 
the c immander for contempt of Court. From 
the fact that no report ha8 yet been received 
from the Sheriff's party it is inferred that he 
has met with difficulty in carrying out the 
orders of the Court.

S a n 
F r a n c is c o , December 8th. — The 
Sheriff and party returned from their visit to 
the Mexican gunboat Demócrata about half­ 
past 10 o’clock. 
Two boats, with Sheriff 
Desmond and two deputies, Cota’s brother 
and a number of representatives of the press, 
left the wharf abont half-past 7. On arriv­ 
ing within about half a cable length of the 
Demócrata they were hailed and ordered to 
keep off. Cota rose in the boat and hailed 
the steamer. When his voice was recognized 
a swivel gun was trained on the boat and a 
iarty of marines jumped on the bridge and 
ironght their rifles to bear. In a few mo­ 
ments a boat put off from the Demócrata 
with 
an aificer and a squad oi ma­ 
rines. After a biief conference the Sheriff 
transferred to the Mexican boat and 
taken on boat d the Demócrata. 
A loDg in­ 
terview ensued on board. The Sheriff served 
his warrant for the arrest of Senor Cerris- 
sola, commander of the vessel, but that 
officer refused to submit, retired to his state­ 
room and a marine was stationed at the door, 
who, on the Sheriff attempting to enter, 
threatened to run him through with his 
bayonet. The Sheriff finally retired to his 
boat and pulled ashore. The Demócrata has 
steam up rC?dy to leave.

E u r e k a , December 8th.—Judge Hillhouse 
died at 11:30 A. sr. So-day. He had been un­ 
conscious for thirty hours, and passed away 
peacefully, surrounded by his family and 
friends. He was » native of Cbiliicothe, O., 
aged 39 years, and leaves a wife and three 
children. 
He came to Nevada from the East 
in 1864, locating at Austin. He went to 
YVhite Pine in 1869, finally settling in Eureka 
m 1872. He has been the recognized leading 
attorney of Eastern Nevada for ten years, 
and has been connected with mrst of the im­ 
portant mining litigation during that time. 
He was the Democratic candidate for Su­ 
preme Judge six years ago, and two years ago 
received the Democratic vote ot the legisla­ 
ture for United States Senator. He pos­ 
sessed one of the brightest legal minds on the 
Pacific coast, and was one of the noblest men 
in any country. His untimely death has cast 
a deep gloom over the entire community.

P o r t l a n d , December 8th.—W. D. Hare, 
Collector of Customs at the port of Astoria, 
has appointed Albert Rohr head keeper of 
the new lighthouse on Tillamook Rock.

A PENNSYLVANIA DIANA. 


In the midst of a large forest, five or six 
miles back of this village, lives Henry Mer­ 
rill, a well-known hunter and trapper. He 
has but one companion in his solitary 
abode, a daughter, aged about 18 years. 
Lottie Merrill can row a boat, shoot a gun, 
or trap a bear as well and skillfully as any 
man in the county of Wayne. 
A day or 
two ago she started to cross a large inland 
lake, on the border of which her home is 
located, in a light skiff. 
She carried, as 
was her cnatom, a small rifle slang over 
her shonlder by a leather strap. 
She was 
paddling along leisurely, and when nearly 
half-way across the pond discovered an ob­ 
ject moving in the water, and npon ap­ 
proaching closer found that it was an im­ 
mense five-pronged buck, which had been 
driven to the water by dogs. 
She imme­ 
diately drew her rifle, and, after taking 
carefnl aim, fired. 
As she pulled the trig­ 
ger the buck made a sudden movement, 
and the ball, instead of reaching its mark, 
entered the animal’s neck, making an ugly 
and painful wound. 
The back, enraged at 
the pain, struck at the boat with one of its 
forelegs, shattering the frail bark in 
pieces. The boat sank at once, leaving Mis* 
Merrill in the water with the struggling 
and infuriated animal. But she was plncky 
and could swim. She grasped the buck by 
the horns, and deliberately drawing her 
hunting knife, which was as sharp as a 
razor, from her belt, she plunged it into 
the deer’s neck, killing him almost in­ 
stantly. 
She then swam to shore, about 
an eighth of a mile, and hurried home, 
where she put on dry clothing, and after 
procuring another boat rowed out to where 
the dead bnck was floating and towed the 
animal to shore. 
When dressed the buck 
weighed over 275 pounds, and was the 
finest one killed in this section for years. 
This is the eighteenth deer Miss Merrill 
has killed, and she is proud of her last ad­ 
venture, which is the most thrilling one 
she has ever had. 
She intends having the 
buck’s head stuffed as a memento of her 
terrible strnggle for life. 
Miss Merrill is 
uncommonly good-looking, worth consider­ 
able money, and is well educated, and only 
keeps up her Diana-like life because it 
pleases her. 
Her father wishes to remove 
into a more civilized region, but she will 
not hear of any such a proposal.—[Damas­ 
cus (Pa.)

LAW AS A HINDRANCE TO PROGRESS. 
It sometimes tappens that law hinders 
progress, and it does it in attempting to 
measure new phenomena by the rules 
which were devised to measure old phe­ 
nomena with. Take the legal position in 
regard to railroads. They are declared to 
be highways, not because they are high­ 
ways, but because before they were in­ 
vented highways were the only means of 
communication on land. A railroad really 
has scarcely anything in common with a 
turnpike road. It is not and cannot be 
open to the public use in the Bame way. 
It is built for the special and sole use of a 
particular kind of vehicle, and is adapted 
to no other kind. It is a highway for 
trains alone, in fact. B at when the law­ 
yers were called upon to legislate for rail­ 
roads they turned to the laws of the past, 
and though there was nothing in those 
laws which applied to the new state 
of things, they thought it necessary to 
employ the old forms and theories, 
and so they have hindered progress by 
building up fantastic and irrational 
theories about the non-existent analogy be­ 
tween railroads and highways. The same 
kind of confusion has arisen from the legal 
treatment of charters. Every one who has 
looked into the subject knows that the 
primitive charter was an entirely different 
instrument from the modern one. 
The 
whole theory and practice of government 
had changed since the old charter system 
was devised, but though the circumstances 
were no longer the same the lawyers 
clung to their musty precedents, and 
the consequence is that the modern 
theory of charters has been confused and 
entangled by this irrational and unscieu- 
titio procedure. If the theory of highways 
and that of charters had been rearranged 
when it became evident that entirely new 
conditions had arisen, an enormous amount 
of litigation and futile legislation and pop­ 
ular friction and ill-feeling and injustice 
would have been avoided. 
No doubt it is 
very ditacult to cut loose from the past, and 
in many cases it is inexpedient to do so. 
But the invention of railroads introduced 
a radical revolution in communication, and 
thenceforward it was impracticable to fol­ 
low the old theories, and they should 
therefore have been abandoned. 
It is 
probably a very common idea that the dead 
are soon forgotten, but if men reflected 
they would perceive that the government 
of the world is carried on far more by the 
dead than by the living, and that the 
silent influence of those long gone to their 
rest molds not only opinions but actions 
more generally and more strongly than any 
contemporary experience. And if we, in 
bringing to this continent the legal 
traditions and doctrines of old Eng­ 
land, 
have 
secured 
many 
priceless 
benefits, 
it 
must 
also 
bo 
ad­ 
mitted that we have entailed upon our­ 
selves many sericus drawbacks and hin­ 
drances, arising out of the want of har­ 
mony with actual conditions too frequently 
existing in these venerable maxims and 
theories. And the cause of law reform is 
embarrassed at every step by the incon­ 
gruous maimer in which archaic forms arc 
interwoven w ith more modern concepts. 
Doctrines w hich were applicable only to 
Feudalism have been beat and twisted 
and strained to make them fit into repub­ 
lican codes. Hules which were the result 
of an experience loDg obsolete are adhered 
to despite of their inapplicability. One 
consequence of all this Í3 a con­ 
fusion 
in 
the 
interpretation 
of 
fundamental concepts whioh leads to 
aitonishing results frequently^ 
attem pt to transmute rqgtfr absolutism 
into democratic terminology has been es­ 
pecially 
disastrous.

as 
“ sovereignty” have been terribly misused 
and ill-placed. 1 he tendency of most men 
to cling to old forms and rules ha3 beenillus- 


A SOUTHERN VIEW. 


The Richmond Despatch does not like 
President Hayes’ message. In fact it ap­ 
pears to have hurt the feelings of that jour­ 
nal very much indeed. Three points in 
especial arouse its indignation. His refer­ 
ence to the Constitutional Amendments, to 
Mormon polygamy, and to civil service re­ 
form. The Despatch cannot endure the 
thought that the Amendments represent 
the sense of the nation. This is to be re­ 
gretted,- because these Amendments will 
surely he maintained, and sooner or later 
the South will have to obey them every­ 
one, in spirit as well as in letter. The 
Southern journal does not like the recom­ 
mendation of the President in regard to the 
withdrawal of political rights from the 
Mormons, because it says this will serve as 
a precedent for regulating the South. 
There is probably a consciousness of guilt 
in this apprehension which points the barb. 
The editor of the Despatch feels that the 
South has been quite as intractable and 
disobedient as the Mormons, and it per­ 
ceives that the argument which justifies 
the removal of political rights from the lat­ 
ter might be applied with equal force to 
his own section. 
There is some force in 
this idea, but it docs not follow that the 
President is wrong. The Southern objec­ 
tion to civil service reform is less intelli­ 
gible, unless it arises from a fear that the 
destruction of the spoils system might 
weaken the enthusiasm of the Democrats 
hereafter. Oa the whole the Despatch dis­ 
plays more spleen than sense, and if it rep­ 
resents any considerable element,of South­ 
ern thought there Í3 certainly no immedi­ 
ate prospect of an abandonment of the 
solidity business there. 


THE OREGON ROAD CASE. 


The case of the Oregop wagon road, de­ 
scribed in our dispatches yesterday, ap­ 
pears to bo remarkable not ouly for the 
audacity of the attempted fraud upon the 
Government, but for the extent to which 
Government officials are implicated in it. 
It is stated that the Government surveyors 
and other officials had accepted long 
s 1:retches of road which never were bnilt 
at all, and in fact the whole thing had 
been made to go so Emoothly that there 
must have been a very wide distribution 
of the spoils. As it was, the fraud w¡*3 
-within an ace of being successful, sus­ 
picion having been excited only at the 
eleventh hour, and almost by accident. 
This suggests • doubt as to the effect­ 
iveness of the checks employed by the 
Government, and indeed a knowledge of 
the extent to which similar thefts of the 
public lands have been successful in the 
past justifies a doubt as to the character 
ef the entire machinery of the Govern­ 
ment in this connection. It ought not to 
be possible to carry such frauds as this be­ 
yond the first beginnings, but the case 
before us shows that they can in fact be 
pushed to the very verge of accom­ 
plishment without being discovered. Evi­ 
dently there is room for reform here. 


they will follow the historical example of 
Logan, who, after a fortnight’s ex­ 
haustive study of political economy, 
thought himself capable of teaching 
Ricardo and Adam Smith and Mill 
and Bastiat and Cairns and Price and 
the whole of the “ d—d literary fellers.' 
W e may be doomed to hear some more 
about the “ battle-born and blood-sealed ” 
nature of the greenback, though there are 
indications that that particular line of 
rhetoric is exhausted. 
Public education 
upon this subject, however, is of very slow 
growth, and while it will not do to let the 
question subside into forgetfulness, we 
shall be surprised if it is found possible to 
deal with it intelligently much before the 
close of General Garfield’s administration. 
The President’s views upon the silver 
question are not less clear than those on 
the paper currency, and if Congress con­ 
tinues to shirk this topic it will certainly 
not be for want of frequent reminders. At 
least the coinage of silver ought to be sus­ 
pended until the enormous amounts now 
in the vaults of the Treasury are disposed 
of. It must be clear even to the silver 
men that there is no use in keeping up this 
rapid coinage at present, and to thosu who 
are not infected with the silver lunacy the 
present policy of the country in this re­ 
gard must appear to be simply idiotic. As 
moreover there is a prospect that a great 
struggle for gold will occur in the near fu­ 
ture between England, France and the 
United States, it is the more necessary that 
our finances should be put in such a shape 
as to guard us against the now increasing 
danger of being forced to adopt silver as 
the sole standard of value.

trated perhaps more strongly in the law than 
in any other department of mental activity. 
By slow degrees we are emerging from 
the darkness and confusion, but the prog­ 
ress is painful and halting, and at intervals 
same judical tribunal, more than usually 
saturated with obsolete ideas, renders a 
decision which not only checks advance, 
but seems to thrust society backward 
toward barbarism. 


Speculation ha3 lately assumed such 
gigantic proportions at the East that cool 
observers are becoming seriously uneasy. 
As Í3 always the cate at such periods a 
point has been reached when it is possible 
to convert anything and everything into 
a "boom ,” and this is invariably an 
ominous symptom, for it ^implies the 
abandonment of caution and a general em­ 
barkation upon reckless gambling. The 
prevailing mania for speculation has sent 
stocks of all kinds up to absurd prices, and 
has absorbed so much capital that the 
banks, already pressed by the an­ 
nual 
W estern 
demand 
for 
money, 
have been very 
seriously hampered. 
The condition of many of them is 
in fact actually critical, for they have en­ 
croached upon their legal reserves, and 
have no more margin. The condition of 
the stock market is such that a crash may 
come at any moment, and can hardly be 
long averted, and though such an event 
would not directly affect the legitimate 
business of the country, it would almost 
certainly lead to a panic which would 
involve the prudent and the reckless in a 
common ruin. 
For of course banks 
cannot 
be 
crippled 
by 
unhealthy 
speculation without hurting a great variety 
of legitimate interests with which they 
aro directly or indirectly connected, 
and prices now arc at such figures that 
their maintenance cannot be believed in ly 
the most sanguine. The tendency to spec­ 
ulation so marked in. the Eastern money 
centers is scarcely less prononneed in Eu­ 
rope, as witness the preposterous rise of the 
Panama Canal stock, and various other en­ 
terprises. In short, the late depression 
has been succeeded by one of those fever­ 
ish bursts of gambling which have with 
such monotonous regularity occurred 
h-,r"túíoro, and which have accompanied 
every conceivable form of financial sys­ 
tem in all parts of the world. If this 
time we escape the panic w hich has always 
heretofore ended similar outbreaks, we 
shall be very fortunate, but that we should 
escape it is not in our opinion to be 
reasonably expected. W hat goes up must 
come dowD, and when the stock market 
breaks it is hardly possible that it will do 
so without toppling over enough heavy 
operators to precipitate a general catas­ 
trophe. Some day perhaps the world will 
learn to enjoy prosperity without abusing 
it, but so long as civilized mankind worship 
the Almighty Dollar this must not be 
looked for. 
REDPATH ON “ACCIDENTAL” DEATHS 


THE MORMON QUESTION. 
The President’s recommendation that the 
Mormons be deprived of political rights 
until they abandon polygamy does not ap­ 
pear to us to offer a practical solution of 
that problem. Congress can n» doubt do 
what he suggests, but it is almost certain 
that it would be without effect. The Mor­ 
mon Church possesses an organization fully 
capable of governing the whole Mormon 
body, and in such a case it would doubtless 
proceed to govern them in this way. Of 
course the Territorial Government could 
not carry ont the processes of the Courts 
in the face of an adverse community. 
That has been tried in the South, and has 
signally failed. The truth is that coercion 
and punitive legislation will not reach 
this difficulty, and it is time that fact was 
recognized. 
The Mormon leaders are 
perfectly aware of this, and they do not 
care what Congress docs in the prem­ 
ises. W hatever can be made to appear 
to Mormon eyes in the light of persecution 
for conscience sake, is to their advantage; 
and will only strengthen both the Church 
and polygamy. Of course it is very much 
easier to find out the defects in any given 
line of policy than to propose a practicable 
solution. We confess that we do not see 
oar way to any determination of this 
question within the reach of Congress at 
present, hut we are disposed to place much 
reliance upon the silent influence of con­ 
tact with Gentile civilization. It may not 
be satisfactory to have to await the slow 
effects of that influence, bnt it would be 
still leas satisfactory to find, after adopting 
drastio measures, that the evils aimed at 
had only been intrenched by the attacks 
opon them. 
THE PRESIDEN T ON ÍINAKOE. 
The expressions of President Hayes on 
national finance and currency are eminent­ 
ly sound, whether they are bis own or Mr. 
Sherman’s ideas. In regard to his bold 
recommendation for the withdrawal and 
canceling of the Trcasuiy notes, there is 
reason to believe that he has not the ap­ 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but the proposal is none the less just and 
opportune. There eau be no doubt that 
the greenbacks not only occupy an anoma­ 
lous position, but that they are a constant 
source of danger to the stability of the cur­ 
rency, presenting perpctnal temptations to 
inflationists, and being «pen to mischievous 
manipulation continually. They represent 
a debt, and a debt which must sooner or 
later be paid. The attempts which have 
been made to confuse the public mind on 
their real status have unfortunately been 
more successful than is satisfactory to 
think of, and it is probable that it will for 
some time be very difficult to procure the 
necessary legislation on the subject. W est­ 
ern Congressmen have always been very 
hazy on the currency, and what with soft- 
money and silver crazes they are quite 
adrift even now. It appears likely that 


Mr. James Redpatb, who has been trav­ 
eling over Ireland and taking Jiart in the 
operations of the Land League, has brought 
back with him some Hibernicisms, if 
wc may judge from the telegraphic ac­ 
count of his recent lecture in New York. 
For he is reported as sajing that “ all this 
“ year there have been only five cases of 
“ accidental death that anyone can attri- 
“ bute to the tenants 
and one of these 
cases of “ accidental death” he declares 
to have been that of Lord Leitrim, though 
he admits that that nobleman was shot 
deliberately. We suppose that in Mr. 
Redpath’s estimation the murder of Lord 
Montmorris was also an “ accidental 
“ death,” and that in fact all the landlords 
who have gone ont to walk and have been 
found dead with their bodies full of lead 
have died accidentally. Certainly this is 
a new mode of characterizing agrarian 
murders, and we do not think that it will 
be accepted as an appropriate one. W here 
the shooting of landlords from ambushes is 
regarded asa capital joke, such expressions 
as Mr. Redpath uses may be thought in 
good taste, but they are not likely to be 
appreciated elsewhere. 
♦ ♦ . — - 
THE ELECTORAL LAWS. 
Again it is reported that Congress will 
probably make no attempt to introduce any 
reforms to the electoral system. Once 
more the nation has escaped serious trouble 
almost by accident, and once more Con­ 
gress seeks to evade a plain duty, and to 
postpone the most urgent measure which 
the national Legislature can have before it. 
To-day there is no guarantee against the 
most fatal complications in any Presi­ 
dential election. So long as the solid Sonth 
exists there can be no real guarantee. Con­ 
gress therefore ought to lese no time in ad­ 
justing this question, and should so 
determine it that party passion will here­ 
after be incapable of tampering with the 
machinery.

Transactions. 
New Yobk, December Sth.—The Public's 
table to-morrow will show the business trans­ 
actions for the week, as compared with the 
same time last year, by in-aus of Clearing­ 
house returns. The following towns lost; 
Milwaukee, 20.5 per cent; Philadelphia, 7.S: 
San Francisco, 19.1. All the others have 
gained, as under: New York, 35 5; Boston, 
21.5; Chicago, 42 4; Cincinnati, 13.6 ; Balti­ 
more, 22.1; St. Louis, 12.1; New Orleans, 
1.3; Louisville, 38.8; Pittsburg, 10.2; Prov­ 
idence, 1 6 ; Kansas City, 44 5 ; Indian­ 
apolis, 3-12; Cleveland, 3.6; New Haven, 
10 8 ; Syracuse, 9 ; Lowell, 4 It is hardly 
iikely that tho rest of the month of 
December will see this prodigious move­ 
ment continued without abatement. The 
cold, stormy weather, stoppage of naviga­ 
tion, approach of the holidays and the con­ 
dition of the Homey market will all contribute 
to cause some diminution in the transactions. 
Already it lias been apparent here that the 
speculative movement of last week could not 
be continued without some rest, if’ not reac­ 
tion. Deducting twice the market value of 
the stocks sold, the other exchanges at .New 
York reached the enormous amount of §750,­ 
220,383, and the average value of the stockB 
sold was §75 per share. Much of the re­ 
maining exchanges here, and much of the ex­ 
changes at Chicago, were due to speculative 
operations in grain and other products ; but 
the week and month here reviewed may not 
be equaled in amount of transactions for a 
long time to come. The aggregate outside of 
New York for the same time is recorded as 
the best indication of the volume of legitimate 
business, and is so far beyond that of ar.y 
previous week. The Public says : The ex­ 
changes in November amounted to §572,498,­ 
438. 
The vast increase of traffic is not 
confined to New York. 
Philadelphia 
and San Francisco are the only cities 
at which even the exiraordinary trans­ 
actions of November, 1S79, are not sur­ 
passed. A t San Franci«co a recovery seerrs 
to have commenced, for tho decrease in ex­ 
changes is insignificant. At a few cities the 
gain is small, but in most cases the increase 
is large and the transactions of November far 
exceeded those of any other month since the 
Clearing-houses began their work. Indeed, 
the great wave of commercial activity is felt 
already on the other side of the Atlantic, for 
the largest exchanges ever known in n ¿single 
day were those of November 17th at London.

AH' ay Between Policem en-One K illed 
and Another Hangerou-ly Yiminded. 
L ouisville, December 8th.—This after­ 
noon a terrible and fatal affair occurred be­ 
tween two well-known police officers, in 
which officer John Biophy was instantly 
killed by officer Tom Casey. The two offi­ 
cers were watching iu different beats in the 
locality of the Nashville Railroad shops, and 
about the time named met in a little signal 
shanty at the railroad crossing on Kentucky 
street, between Niuth and Tenth. The two 
officers, not being on friendly terms, soon 
quarreled. Casey drew his knife at the same 
time Brcphy got out his pistol. Bruphy 
fired, the ball striking Casey near the right 
shoulder, hut whether the shot was tired be­ 
fore Casey had cut Brophy or not is unccr 
tain. Both attacks were near the same in­ 
stant. Casey jabbed the knife deep into 
Brophy’s bowels ju3t over the right hip. 
Brophy did not fall at ones, however, but 
striking Casey, knocked him down and 
jumped on him. Casey then reached aronnd 
his antagonist and attempted to stab him in 
the back, but before he could succeed by­ 
standers had secured his knife and dragged 
the two men apart. After being pulled 1 ff 
of Casey, Brophy said, “ I am cut, cut bad,” 
and tun-ing 011 his side on an ash-nile in the 
gutter, he died. Casey was taken to his 
home immediately, on Oldham street, near 
Niuth. Brophy was picked up and taken to 
a room across from where the tragedy oc­ 
curred. Casey’s physician says lie has some 
chance of recovery. Both men were esteemed 
members of the police force.

The doom were 
closed, and it was with the utmost difficulty 
that those within prevented the forcible en- 
tcry of the populace. While the uproar 
was at its higbt, the local Secretary of tire 
League appeared and informed the people that 
Connolly was prepared to make an apology 
for tbe part he had taken against the people 
in the past, and would not do anything to 
thwart them iu the future. Shortly after- 
waid Connolly appeared, and mounting a 
ehai>( expressed sorrow at having acted pro­ 
fessionally for a land-owcer who, it was al­ 
leged, had made bimseif obnoxious to the 
people. He promised that he would never 
again serve an ejectment for rent. This 
spology, however, did not allay the angry 
fetlings of the populace, and the officersof tl • 
League had to form a cordon to protect him 
1 from their fury. Mud was flung at Con- 
1 nolly, sticks were brandished oyer his 


head, and one blow was dealt him. Oppro­ 
brious epithets were app’ied to him as he 
WA3 escorted with considerable difficulty 
away from Murroe.

London, December 9th—a. m.—The 
Standard, in a leading article, discredits the 
report of a fresh disagreement in the Cab­ 
inet.A bailiff was shot dead near Cookstown, 
County Tyrone, while attempting to execute 
decrees, A man against whom a decree was 
issued fired the shot aud escaped. 
Shaw Lefsvre, member for Reading, who 
was recently promoted from the position of 
Secretary to the Admiralty to that of First 
Commissioner of Woiks, spoke to his con­ 
stituents at Reading to-night on the state of 
affairs in Ireland, and the relation of the 
Government thereto. As he has been so 
lately invested with an impoitant office under 
the Ministry, his remarks are regarded as 
semi-official. He said the Government could 
not affoid to permit the disorder to continue 
in Ireland, and that measures to put an end 
to it would be introduced in Parliament as 
soon as Parliament met.

Du vis of West Virginia offered a resolution recit­ 
ing the constitutional requirement that a new ap­ 
portionment be made after each census, and in­ 
structing the Secretary of the interior to communi­ 
cate to the Senate the returns of population of the 
respective States of the Union, ascertained by the 
tenth census. Agreed to. 
Paddock iutroduc d a bill for the admission of 
Dakota ¡mo the Union. 
Private bills were considered, and then the Senate 
went into executive session. 
When the doors were opened Randolph gave no­ 
tice of the following amendment, in the nature of a 
substitute, to the bill for the relief of Fitz John 
Porter: 
Be it enacted, etc., that the President is hereby 
authorized, in hid aiscretion, to reinstate to the 
army Fitz John Porter, who was dismissed by sen­ 
tence of Court-martial, January 19, 1863 ; provided, 
however, that such reinstatement shall give no 
higher raDk than Colonel on the retired list, and 
provided, further, that said Po'ter shall receive 110 
pay, compensation or allowance for the time inter­ 
vening be'.ween his dhmiisoal and his restoration. 
Adjourned. 
House* 
Washington, December 8th.—Fernando Wood 
agreed to postpone the funding bills until the pend- 
iug debate on the electoral question is concluded.
